The New Ireland. 


Yesterday, for the first time in ten 
years, Ireland enjoyed a wholly peaceful 
celebration of the Feast of St. Patrick. 
It is true, as last week’s events in Dublin 
reminded us, that the Free State must 
guard her freedom with vunrelaxing 
vigilance, It is true also that the 
road to national unity is blocked 
with many obstacles and that the 
establishment of better relations between 
North and South will demand, on both 
sides, the exercise of the most patient 
statesmanship. Nevertheless, when we 
compare to-day’s conditions with those of 
two years ago, we can thank God and 
take courage. Law and order prevail 
once more throughout the land.” The 
way is clear Yor an early revival of 
trade and industry. Gloomy predictions 
of sectarian strife have not been 
fulfilled. It was, no doubt, the general, if 
subconscious, r2cognition of these facts 
which invested St. Patrick’s Day with an 
atmosphere of: mental and social bright- 
ness that was as cheerful as the Spring 
sunshine, In London, as in Dublin, the 


| day was honoured, and the speeches which 


were made last night in both cities give 
us double cause for gratitude. At home 
Mr. Kevin O'Higgins and other speakers 
discussed the Free Staté’s prospects in 
terms of sober confidence, In London all 
the speeches, whether made by Conserva- 
tives, Liberals or Socialists—by veterans 
of the Home Rule campaign, like Viscount 
Haldane, or by men of the younger day, 
like Mr, Ramsay Macdonald—radiated 
good-will for the new Ireland. England 
is not merely glad to have settled an 
ancient quarrel ; she welcomes with sincere 
pride and friendliness the latest partner 
in the commonwealth of her mighty 
Empire. Whatever troubles may be in 
store for Irishmen will be of their own 
making; for to-day they possess some- 
thing more than a fair field and no favour. 
They begin the great experiment of nation- 
hood with the knowledge that the whole 
world will rejoice in its success. 

It would not have become any Minister 
of the Free State Government to praise 
that Government’s record in the terms 
which Mr. Churchill employed last night ; 
and Mr. O'Higgins, speaking at the same 
time im Dublin, wisely neglected the 
achievements of the past for the problems 
of the future. Yet the large majority of 
Irishmen, as we think, will endorse much 
of Mr. Churchill's eulogy. With whatever 
regrets and bitterness the horrors of the 
last few years have charged our memories, 
and however deeply we may deplore the 
passing of great traditions and institu- 
tions, we must not hesitate to give 
honour. where honour is due. But for 
the firmness and courage with which 
President Cosgrave and his colleagues 
suppressed disorder and made war on 
crime, the St. Patrick’s Day of 1924

Fascisti and Fiume. 


The formal annexation of Fiume to 
Italy was celebrated with much pomp on 
Sunday, when King Humbert received the 
keys of the famous city. Thus ends for 
the moment a remarkable chapter in the 
history of South-Eastern Europe. The 
Fiume problem nearly wrecked the Paris 
Peace Conference, Italy’s two leading repre- 
sentatives, Signori Orlando and Sonnino, 
left Paris as a result of President Wilson’s 
refusal to recognise the Treaty of London, 
by which Italy was awarded the Dalmatian 
coast ; andall Mr. Lloyd George’s tact and 
diplomatic skill were necessary to secure 
their return. Then came the escapade 
of d’Annunzio, the filibuster-poet, who 
seized the town and just failed to involve 
Italy in a war with the Jugo-Slavs. Now, 
apparently, the matter has been settled to 
Italy’s complete satisfection as a result of 
direct negotiations between Rome and Bel- 
grade. Fiume has become part of the 
Kingdom of Italy, and the King has 
marked the occasion by his bestowal on 
d’Annunzio of the title of Prince of Monte 
Nevoso, By this honour, the most 
exalted in the gift of the Crown, 
the poet becomes automatically “own 
cousin” to the King. One finds it 
rather difficult to take seriously the re- 
markable tributes which were paid to 
the author of L’Innocente. While he was 
in occupation of Fiume he was regarded 
generally as an unbalanced fanatic; now 
Signor Mussolini declares that he is the 
“poet who unsealed the vision of Italy 
and stimulated her tenacious will.” Has 
the mantle of Mazzini fallen on Gabriele 
d’Annunzio? Undoubtedly, he was the 
spiritual father of the Fascisti movement ; 
but, if his exploits at Fiume are imitated 
by the new Italy, the days of her great- 
ness “will be numbered. 

Italy’s internal affairs are in a very in- 
teresting condition at present. The 
general elections are at hand; but under 
the new electoral law they count for very 
little. Signor Mussolini has invented a 
delightfully simple system which gives a 
clear majority in the Chamber to the 
party that secures the largest number 
of seats on a block vote. If, for 
example, there were ten parties and one 
hundred seats, and the result of the 
voting was that eight parties got ten seats, 
one nine and one eleven, the last party 
automatically would be given at least 
fifty-one places in the Chamber. There is 
not the slightest doubt that the Fascisti 
will be the strongest individual party ; 
therefore, their domination of the Chamber 
is absolutely assured. Yet Signor Musso- 
lini is not altogether happy; for the 
veteran Giolitti has appeared again at the 
hustings. This wonderful old Liberal is 
nearly eighty, but has al] the energy of 
a man of half his years. He has a habit 
of, taking over the helm of Italian politics 
at intervals of twenty years or so, and 
is the only man in Italy who has the re- 
motest chance of opposing Signor Musso- 
lini with any success. He is determined 
now to lead the Liberals to the polls in 
his native Piedmont, and, although he 
cannot hope to lead them to victory, he 
believes apparently that he wil] be able 
to capture a fairly large number of 
votes. Opposition is always a healthy 
phenomenon, Hitherto the Fascisti have 
had matters al] their own way, and their 
immunity from effective criticism has not 
been. good for them. The d’Annunzio 
business, we fear, is a bad sign, and the 
sooner the Italian Chamber is provided 
with. an antidote to the perfervid 
nationalism of its present rulers, the 
better for everybody. 


The Gold Coast. 


Remarkable progress in the Gold Coast 
is recorded in the address which the 
Governor, Sir F. G. Guggisberg, has de- 
livered to the Legislative Council of the 
Colony. More than half the world’s supply 
of cocoa is produced in the Gold Coast, 
and last year the “record ” quantity of 
197,000 tons was exported—40,000 tons 
more than in 1922. The total trade was 
also. the largest in the history of the 
Colony. It amounted to 637,000 tons, or 
100,000 tons more than in the previous 
year, when the exports were valued at 
£8,335,400. As the corresponding figure 
in 1921 was £6,942,197, progress has been 
rapid. The imports, on the other hand, 
are decreasing, and the Colony’s financial 
condition is extremely sound. The total 
revenue was £5,016,520 in 1921-2, 23,357,196 
in 1922-3 and: £3,400,000 last year. In 
1921-2 the expenditure exceeded the revenue 
by £268,770, but in the following year 
there was a credit balance of £422,202, 
which now has been increased to £1,772,000. 
Although cocoa is the staple export, gold, 
kola nuts, lumber and manganese also are 
important. The principal obstacle in the 
past has been the climate, which is very. 
unhealthy for Europeans; but sanitary 
science has made conditions more 
tolerable, and the title of the “ White 
Man’s Grave’ is beginning to be a 
slander. Last year a hospital, described 
by the Governor as “the finest in the

There 
has been no lack of men ready to take up 
the noble work from those whom science 
has claimed as victims.

Their trials often are faced alone and 
always are undertaken in cold blood, with 
a full realisation of the awful risks that 
are entailed. When death comes to these 
men it is not swift, but slow and painful. 
Nevertheless, the cause marches unflinch- 
ingly towards its goal, which is the 
‘alleviation of human suffering and victory 
An the never-ceasing conflict with disease 


and death.

VOTES IN FREE STATE. 


ENGLISHMEN’S RIGHTS AND 


QUALIFICATIONS. 


Colonel Sir Charles Yates asked the Colonial 
Secretary, in the House of Commons yester- 
day, whether his attention had been called 
to the fact that, under the terms of the Con- 
stitution of the Irish Free State, all English- 
men resident in the Free State for less than 
seven years at the time of the coming into 
operation of the Constitution have been de- 
prived of their right to vote at Parliamentary 
elections, and that no Englishman or any 

rson coming from the Dominions could now 

ecome a citizen or get a vote in the Irish 
Free State; and, considering that any citizen 
of the Irish Free State could acquire the 
right to vote in Great Britain or in the 
Dominions by residence there for the statutory 
eriod, would he make representations to the 
Free State authorities, with a view to securing 
immediate legislation to preserve the natura! 
rights of British subjects, whether from Great 
Britain or the Dominions, to the same rights 
in the Irish Free State as were accorded to 
citizens of the Free State in all other parts 
of the British Empire. 

Mr. J. H. Thomas replied :—Under Article 
5 of the Irish Free State Constitution, citizen- 
- of the Irish Free State (upon which the 
right to vote depends) is open to all persons 
domiciled in the Free State on 6th December 

, who were born in Ireland, or either of 
whose parents was born in Ireland, or who 
had been ordinarily resident in the area of the 
Irish Free State for not less than seven years. 
The Article further provides that the condition 
governing the future acquisition of citizenship 
shall be determined by law, and I have no 
donbt that, in considering the form such 
legislation should take, the Government of the 
[rish Free State will give weight to the con- 
sideration urged by the hon. and gallant 
member. Meanwhile, there does not appear 
to be any grounds upon which His Majesty’s 
Government could make representations to the 
Government of the Irish Free State upon a 
matter which is purely domestic to that State.

TO PEACE.

Colonel Howard-Bury asked the Foreign 
Secretary whether the appeal of the Pope to 
influence the Soviet Government and obtain 
the release of the Roman Catholic Archbishop 
of Petrograd and twelve other imprisoned 
Church dignitaries would be granted. Mr 
facdonald replied that, although the Govern# 
ment could not intervene officially, every 
available opportunity for friendly representa- 
tions to the Soviet Government on the subject 
would be taken. Colonel Howard-Bury asked 
whether the Prime Minister was aware that 
several of these unfortunate dignitaries were 
very ill. ” Mr, Kirkwood interjected, amid 
laughter, “Is he aware that there are Irish- 
men imprisoned here ia England? ”

Mr. Ramsay Macdonald explained the 
situation in the mines dispute, and said that 
each side wanted a settlement by negotiation, 
towards which the Government would con- 
tinue to use its good offices.

As a sequel to the Government defeat last 
week—when a proposab to suspend the 11 
o'clock rule was rejected—Mr. Clynes now 
moved that, until the end of the financial 
year, Government business should have pre- 
cedence at every sitting. He explained that 
there was a heavy financial programme which 
must be cleared away before the end of the 
month, and he went on ‘to indicate the 
iovernment’s proposals for the allotment of 
Parliamentary time. 

Mr. Baldwin eaid that, with the amount of 
financial business that had to be done, it was 
perfectly plain that almost every Govern- 
ment in turn was driven to place a motion 
of the kind on the paper. The House must 
not suffer the financial business of the 
country to be “‘ heid up.”

The great Labour offensive against the 
standing Army was launched this evening by 
Mr. Ayles, who, in Committee on the Army 
Estimates, moved to reduce the Army by 
150,000 men. Associated with him in the 
attack were Mr. Thurtle, Mr. Maxton, Mr. 
Hudson, Mr. Welsh and Mr. Lansbury, all of 
whom apparently considered that the best 
security against foreign aggression lay in re- 
ducing the Army to a number sufficient for 
purely ornamental purposes, but which could 
create no alarm in Huropean nations, 

Starting off with the admission that he was, 
a conscientious objector, the hon. member for 
Bristol avowed that his object was to chal- 
lenge the whole idea that they could get any 
kind of security by the use of armed forces. 
It was, he said, a wicked and crue! delusion 
to. ask the women and children of the country 
to believe that armaments meant security. 
Mr. Ayles was subjected to a running fire of 
interruptions by members on both sides of the 
House who disagreed with his views, and 
there were loud ironical cheers when he de- 
clared that it was best for us to have complete 
and final disarmament, even in the midst of 
an armed world. The nation which was pre- 
pared to lay down its arms and refuse to allow 
stself to be dragged into war would be the 
one nation able to lead the world into the 
Fa of righteousness, The time had come, 

e concluded, when we should dethrone Mars 
and exalt Christianity. 

It rather pained Mr. Thurtle to have to 
second an amendment of this kind. He was 
torn between loyalty to his own party and 
loyalty to his fellow-countrymen; but there 
could be no question as to the course which 
his conscience dictated. he should pursue. Un- 
like the previous speaker, he had borne his 
share in the fighting during the Great War, 
and it was because of that experience that he 
had come to the conclusion that it was his 
duty to give his support to those of his friends 
who believed that peace was best served by 
disarmament. '

Then íollowed an attack upon Mr. Churchill, 
which led to an outburst of indignation from 
both the Liberal and Conservative benches. 
As Secretary for War, Mr. Churchill, he said, 
sent troops to all parts of the world in which 
there was fighting, but took care not to go 
himself. Cries of “Shame” and “ Withdraw”’ 
greeted the hon. member, and Colone! Seely 
warmly declared that Mr. Churchill spent 
many months in the front line. Mr. Thurtle 
was urged by Mr. Maxton to withdraw 
nothing, and the Chairman (Mr. Young) was 
appealed to for a ruling. 

he Chairman got out of the difficulty by 
stating that he understood the hon. member 
to be speaking from his own knowledge, and, 
in any case, the reference was not to a member 
of the House. This ruling was by no means 
satisfactory to the Opposition, who continued 
to call upon Mr. Thurtle to withdraw. ~The 
disturbance was such that the hon. member 
was unable to continue his speech until the 
Chairman appealed to the House to listen to 
au explanation which Mr. Thurtle was ap- 
parently anxious to offer. In that explana- 
tion, when it was forthcoming, the hon. 
member so far qualified his previous remark 
as to state that, if Mr. Churchill did go to 
the front, it was only for a very few months.

“Political insanity,’’ declared Colonel John 
Ward, speaking of the amendment. What 
was the use of moralising with an alligator? 
Giving every credit to the mover and seconder 
for the sincerity of their motives, he was 
bound to say that they were profoundly mis- 
taken if they thought that wholesale dis- 
armament would have the result they 
anticipated. 

It was pretty evident as the debate went on 
that the promoters of the amendment could 
not count on much support from their own 
colleagnes on the Labour benches. Mr. 
Sexton questioned the logic of those who, now 
clamouring for disarmament, had previously 
justified the existence. of the Red Army in 
Russia. It was all’ very well, he said, to love 
our neighbour as yourself, but what if your 
neighbour attacked you with a bludgeon? 
Another Labour member—Mr. Haden Guest— 
declared that a few people with ill-balanced 
ideas could not be allowed to play ducks and 
drakes with Empire safeguards, 

The view of the Government on this vital 
amendment was stated by Mr. Lawson, the 
Financial Secretary to the War Office. In 
favour, as they were, of disarmament, it could 
only come about by mutual agreement among 
the nations. Pending such agreement, the 
Labour Government had plainly informed the 
country that they would vote the necessary 
Army, Navy and Air Estimates. The Rev. R. 
M. Kedward approached the subject from a 
higher standpoint. It was no use praying for 
peace whilst the human heart was full of 
selfishness and wickedness.

seen for some years. It was sold in this 
streets more freely, and much of that so! 
really came from Ireland. Now and again 
one came across sights which recalle| 
beyond doubt that Ireland’s patron saint 
was being properly commemorated. Two 
ladies struggling along the Strand with a 
great harp, richly decorated with gree 
ribbons and shamrock; an Irish lady with 
a silver harp in her hat fastening a tuit o/ 
green ribbon, and the white, green ani 
ellow of the Free State colo.:s appearing 
Gibew her coat, showing that she was wear- 
ing a blouse adapted to the occasion; a 
flower woman who had been drowning the 
shamrock early and often—these were 
tokens which could not be mistaken. 


An Interesting Ceremony. 


The Central Lobby of the Houses of 
Parliament is a very fine apartment, but 
it lacks doors. Consequently, the people 
attending the unveiling of the mosaic of 
Sts Patrick this morning were somewhat 
chilly, but the warmth of those taking 
part in the ceremony soon made up for 
the temperature. A semi-circle of red 
leather chairs had been placed in the 
centre of the hall for the notables in- 
vited, and exactly at half-past eleven Mr. 
T. P. O’Connor took the chair, with the 
Speaker on his right and Mr. Patrick 
Ford on his left. The Speaker opened the 

roceedings by remarking that it was a 
Law circumstance that the. Father of 
the House of Commons was a distin- 
guished Irishman, and that the unveiliny 
had been fixed for St. Patrick's Day, and 
after an interesting littl@*speech he called 
upon the said Father to address the 
gathering.

Mr. T. P. O'Connor, who was received 
with warm applause, preached guite a 
panegyric on St. Patrick, St. Columba 
and St. Brigid, before he came to an 
eloquent peroration, describing his hope 
that the day would come when all the 
Dominions, equal and co-equal, would be 
joined happily together in the world-wide 
British Empire. Mr. Patrick Ford, a 
Scotsman without a drop of Irish blood in 
his veins, unveiled the mosaic in the 
absence of his wife, who was at Gibraltar 
with their family. Before he did so he 
related the reasons which induced him to 
give the mosaic as a complement to those 
figuring St. George, St. Andrew and St. 
David. 

A Fine Mosaic. 
When the drapery fell St. Patrick was 


shown standing between St. Columba and 
St. Brigid, the former being on his right. 
The figures are rather austere and cold 
locking, but part of the background de- 
picts the green of Ireland’s pastures. The 
figures are larger than life size, and they 
stand out against a background of golden 
mosaic, while a border of Celtic design in 
blue is carried round the work. Hearty 
applause greeted the act of unveiling, and 
this might be construed ‘as an apprecia- 
tion of a most effective and artistic com- 
position and a worthy pendant to the 
representations of the other national 
patron saints in the hall. 


Prayers for Irelarc. 


After leaving Westminster Í paid a 
visit to the Anglican Church of St. 
Andrews by the Wardrobe, where the 
blessing and distribution of shamrock was 
timed for quarter past twelve, to be 
followed by High Mass. I found quite a 
good congregation assembled for this 
Service, which is novel to English Church- 
men. The High Mass announced proved 
to be a Missa Cantata, sung by the Rector 
of the Church, the Rev. J. Sankey, 
assisted by the Rev. J. Spokes. I was 
struck by the fact that the congregation 
consisted mainly of men*ybut this was 
due possibly to the fact that the church 
is in the busy part of the city. During 
the Service the celebrant asked the con- 
gregation to join with him m praying that 
a divine blessing might rest upon Ire- 
land. 


A Busy Week. 


The Government anticipates a rather 
trying week in the House of Commons, 
mainly concerned with financial matters. 
To-morrow the Navy Estimates will be 
taken, while on Wednesday the Com- 
mittee and Report stages of the Supple 
mentary Estimates will come up. On 
Thursday the Air Estimates will be con- 
sidered.

RELIGIOUS INSTRUCTION IN 


ELEMENTARY SCHOOLS, 


The Northern Ministry of Education last 
night issued regulations for religious instruc- 
tion in public elementary schools. The 
Ministry state that the fundamental principles 
underlying these regulations are as set forth 
in Section 28 of the Education Act (Northern 
Ireland), 1923, which provides that the school 
must be open to children of all religious de- 
nominations for combined. literary and moral 
instruction; that no child shall be present 
at, any religious instruction of which its 
parents disapprove, and that the time for 
religious instruction shall not form part of 
the time during which any child’is bound by 
the Act or any by-law made thereunder to 
attend school. 

Acting on these principles, the Ministry, by 
the regulations now isiasd, rovides :—{1) 
That opportunities must be afforded to the 
pupils of all public elementary schoolg’ for 


receiving religious instruction to which their. 


parents do not object; (2) that religious in- 
struction (including Bible reading) must have 
fi EANAOG: one in the time-table; (3) that the 
religious denominations of the children must 
be ascertained from Their parents; (4) that 
parental right and authority must be duly. re- 
spected; (5) that in provided and transferred 
schools where religious instruction, may not be 
provided by the education -authority itself, 
the education authority must, upon request, 
give information as to the denominations of 
the children to the clergymen of the various 
religious denominations in the vicinity of the
